Here’s to wine, a healthy part of 
your diet— in moderation, of course

The winter party season has come and gone, but there’s good 
news for those still shaking off the holiday hangover. Another 
study has arrived touting the healthful effects of an ingredient 
found in red wine. So pass the glasses, right? 

Well, yes and no. 

The good news: Scientists say resveratrol, an antioxidant found 
in the skin of red grapes, has been shown to increase the health 
and life span of lab mice. In a study published in the November 
issue of the journal Cell, researchers linked the minor ingredient 
to the activation of a protein called sirtuin that revitalizes chro- 
mosomes— which is good for your health. 

The bad news: Tbu’d have to drink something like 300 bottles 
of wine a day in order to ingest the amount of resveratrol tested 
in the study, experts who spoke with RedEye said. Also, for every 
new study praising the benefits of drinking red wine, there are 
others warning of the dangers of overconsumption. 

So what’s a wine drinker to think? 

“The main point is the distinction between studies in mice and 
studies in humans,” Dr. Felipe Sierra, director of the division of 
aging biology at the National Institute on Aging, told RedEye. 
“We are not just big mice.” 

Dr. Lynda Powell, chairwoman of the department of preven- 
tive medicine at Rush University Medical Center, has studied the 
impact of alcohol. 

“The bottom line is that moderate consumption of alcohol in 
general— and wine in particular— has benefits in terms of lon- 
gevity,” she said. Powell emphasizes the importance of moderate 
consumption, which is about one drink a day for women and two 
a day for men. “Number one, it raises HDL cholesterol— that’s 
the good cholesterol,” Powell said. “So that protects against the 
development of cardiovascular disease. 

“Number two, it’s an antiplatelet, which keeps the blood thin. So 
people who take an aspirin a day as a blood thinner could essentially 
do the same thing by consuming one alcoholic drink every day” 

So drink up, Powell says, but keep it to a glass or two a day 

Charla Sweeley manager of the Wine Discount Center in 
Highland Park, says customers do come in with questions about 
which red wines are healthier. With a background as a biomedical

researcher who studied cardiovascular disease, Sweeley has more 
than your average wine seller’s expertise. 

“People do ask, and one of the widely accepted things is pinot 
noir and red wines from cooler climates are where you want to go 
in general,” she said. Several studies have suggested the benefits of 
drinking that selection. 

Sweeley said she drinks a beer or glass of wine every night. “It’s 
a great thing, as long as you don’t drink the whole bottle. A single 
glass, to me that’s a great thing. I truly believe it relaxes you, it’s 
pleasurable, you’re enjoying it, and it’s a good part of life.” 

Powell is quick to stress that moderate drinking is just one 
route to health. “I wouldn’t go so far as to say everybody should 
be doing it,” she said. 

“When we talk about what it means to live a healthy lifestyle, 
it comes across as boring and associated with depravation. It’s 
abstain, stop doing this, go on a diet, exercise.” 

But moderate wine consumption? “It meets the criteria for 
being both a healthy habit and a happy habit, and we need to 
embrace that.” ninametz is a redeye special contributor.

The verdict: “Revolutionary Road” 
offers a nice, restrained depiction of 


the period— Mendes doesn’t scream, 
“This is the ’50s!”— and the perfor- 
mances capture two people consumed 
by their own disintegrating happiness. 
But the film’s also another tale about 
how suburban domesticity is miser- 
able simply because it’s marriage and 
it’s the suburbs, without any actual 
analysis of why people feel limited 
and how they get from marital bliss to 
communication-free misery with two 
kids and a mortgage.

Blagojevich was arrested Dec. 9 on corrup- 
tion charges that included allegations he sought 
to sell the U.S. Senate seat vacated by President- 
elect Obama. 

The governor named former state Atty Gen. 
Roland Burris to the seat this week.

NASSAU, Bahamas John Travolta’s teenage son, 
Jett, died in the Bahamas after falling ill and hit- 
ting his head at his family’s vacation home, police 
said Friday 

A house caretaker found Jett, 16, unconscious 
in a bathroom late Friday morning. He was taken 
by ambulance to a Freeport hospital, where he was 
pronounced dead, according to a statement from 
chief police superintendent Basil Rahming. 

The teen had last been seen going into the 
bathroom on Thursday and had a history of sei- 
zures, according to the statement. Police said 
they are planning an autopsy to determine the 
cause of death. 

Another police spokeswoman, Loretta Mackey 
said Jett apparently hit his head on the bathtub. 

A spokeswoman for Rand Memorial Hospital 
in Freeport did not release any information. 

Jett was the oldest child of Travolta and his 
wife, actress Kelly Preston, who also have an 8- 
year-old daughter. The family arrived on a private 
plane Tuesday and had been vacationing at their 
home in the Old Bahama Bay resort community

Protests

Israel 

Thousands protested Friday against 
Israel’s air offensive targeting Hamas 
at demonstrations in the Middle East, 
Asia, Africa, Europe, South America 
and North America. 

Similar protests have been held daily 
across the Middle East since Israel 
launched the bombing campaign last 
Saturday that has killed more than 400 
Palestinians and sparked outrage among 
the Arab public. Israel says its offensive 
is aimed at silencing Hamas rockets. 

OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 

» Israel allowed several hundred 
Palestinians with foreign passports to 
flee Gaza on Friday, as its warplanes 
bombed a mosque it said was used to 
store weapons and destroyed homes of 
more than a dozen Hamas operatives. 

» Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice said the U.S. and key world allies 
were pushing hard for a “durable and 
sustainable” cease-fire in Gaza, but she 
was not planning an emergency visit to 
the region. 

» Israel maintained its ban on foreign 
journalists entering the Gaza Strip. 

» President Bush branded the Hamas 
rocket attacks on Israel an “act of 
terror,” saying no peace deal would 
be acceptable without monitoring to 
halt the flow of smuggled weapons to 
terrorist groups. 

Demonstrators on Friday protest Israel’s 
recent military actions in Gaza during a 
rally in Chicago’s Pioneer Court.
